-sternation in German, political circles, and has thrown (a 
depression over the German delegation at Geneva, 

M. Briand was'‘apeaking on the problem of disarmament 
and his disturbing comments were in relation to Herr Mueller’s 
recent speech declaring that as Germany had disirmed every 
nation in the world should follow'suit. ys 

The, reply of the Irench Minister was to draw attention 
to Germany’s potentialities of war; He pointed to her standing 
army of 100,000 composed of officers, and non-commissioned 
officers and ‘snid that behind them is an immense reservoir of 
men. who fought during the war. : = 

; He also dwelt’ on Germany's ‘vast industrial resources, 
which he said would make it easy to furnish materinls for war. 
; It iss suggested that M. Briand was carried away by his 
own cloquence and said things he did not intend. . , 
. '- The German Press is strongly’ critical of the speech, 
. declaring that it deals a heavy blow at the policy of Franco- 
German understanding, and discloses a deplorable distrust of 
Germany's sincerity and will for peace. : :
